It won't exactly be business 
as usual, but the 6448 
youngsters expected to file into 
Andover schools next Thursday, 
probably won’t know the 
difference. 

With the back-to-school bells 
primed to chime, the teachers 
still haven’t signed their 1974-75 
contracts, the bus drivers have 
a suit pending against school 
system bidding practices, the 
high school is minus an assis- 
tant principal, and there are 
about a dozen other vacancies 
still to fill. 

Yet the buses will run, the 
teachers will be at their desks; 
all that’s left is for the 
youngsters to study. If they 
don't do that in class, they’ll get 
it in required homework, per 
the new school committee 
policy passed over the summer. 

Classes will begin Thursday 
for all pupils, but the teachers 
report in Tuesday at 9 a.m. for 
a general staff meeting at West 
Jr. High. Meetings at the in- 
dividual schools will follow. 

Estimated enrollment is up 
about 50 from the 6397 who left 
the schools in June. ‘‘Rough’’ 
estimates put 3291 in grades 
Kindergarten through 6, and 
3157 in grades 7 through 12. 

While there may be a slight 
decrease in the upper grades, 
there may be an increase of 
about 60 in grades 7 and 8. Of- 
ficials declined to comment on 
speculation that this is due to 
St. Augustine School’s an- 
nouncement that it will close 
down grades 7 and 8 at the end 
of this new school year. Some of 
the youngsters may be 
transferring early. 

One major change this year is 
that the pupils are being offered 
the option of low, medium and 
high-structure classroom 
Situations. Letters have gone 
out from the principals to the 
parents explaining the changes. 

Dr. Harry Westcott, 
associate superintendent, 
emphasizes that the ‘‘low, 
medium and high’ are not 
related to intelligence or 
achievement, but structure.

Cohen contends that the town 
should continue to contribute to 
train services, and that public 
transportation be maintained or 
expanded, though ‘right now 
the numbers don’t justify ex- 
pansion.” 

Both candidates also agree 
on the need for county govern- 
ment reform, with Coppola 
favoring regionalization ‘‘to 
lessen the tax burden by as 
much as $2 per $1000 in An- 
dover.”’ 

‘We have no say at all,’’ he 
says. “It’s taxation without 
representation.”’ 

He claims it would be more 
economical, more efficient, to 
have counties run by the state 
under central, regional offices, 
and that such a system would 
also do away with patronage 
abuses. Towns could also be 
lumped together more logical- 
ly, he says. ‘‘What do 
Gloucester and Andover have in 
common?’’, for instance. 
Cohen calls county govern- 
ment ‘‘an unbearable system 
that hasn’t been accountable to 
anyone till recently.” 

“It’s arrogant, independent, 
politically oriented,’’ he says. 
“It’s forcing itself out of 
business.” 


Cohen suggests reorganiza- 


tion to make the ceunty more 
responsible to individual towns 
and cities, perhaps by having 
its necessary functions handled 
by professional, rather than 
elective management, much as 
Andover has a town manager. 

Particularly because of the 
new open State budget, Cohen 
Says it will be very important to 
have a representative who is 
willing to scrutinize the budget 
and keep the state departments 
accountable for their expenses, 

He says that the represen- 
tative’s job is becoming more 
and’ more invélved, and “The 
social club atmosphere is gone 
now.” 

Coppola agrees that the job 
now warrants ‘‘someone to be 
able to be a full-time represen- 
tative,’’ and says that he would 
quit his job as district Manager 
for a textbook publishing com- 
pany. He might, he says, do 
some parttime law work, and 
Cohen says he would probably 
do the same. 

Cohen savs one of the 
greatest things about his cam- 
paign is that it’s been a family 
affair.

Cohen has worked for other 
office-seekers in the past, but 
this is his first stab at elected 
office himself, 

He has had one fund-raising 


affair, a coffee-type affair at 
the Andover Country Club, and 
says he will probably have 
another after the primary, 

“‘T don’t accept the idea that a 
Republican is going to win,” he 
says. ‘‘We’re playing catch- 
up. 

Coppola admits to $50 in con- 
tributions (he set a $25 limit per 
person) and has held no fund 
raisers. 

“T feel very strongly that the 
primary race ought to be under 
very tight control of the in- 
dividual,” he says, ‘‘functional- 
ly and monitarily. It should be 
more of a personal level.,”’ 

“Tt’s ludicous,’’ he goes on, 
‘that I could legally spend $10,- 
000 for this office. Where am | 
going to get it? I would have to 
feel I owe something to 
someone if I’m able to raise 
that much. 

‘This forces me to go out and 
meet people, face the issues 
rather than advertise.’’ 

Coppola says that one of his 
main objectives is to try to 
make people feel they have a 
more active role in govern- 
ment, and says he would set a 
legislative town committee to 
talk about the issues. 

He too is conducting a door- 
to-door, shopping center cam- 
paign and telephone campaign, 
along with his wife, Betty Jean, 
and the youngest of cam- 
paigners, eight-month-old 
Kimberly Joy.

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Nature Courses For Fall 


Massachusetts Audubon 
Society’s Ipswich River Wildlife 
Sanctuary is offering a number of 
natural history courses for adults 
this fall starting in September, 
some of which will meet at the 
Sanctuaries in -Topsfield and 
Wenham and some of which will 
be held in other regions around 
the North Shore for those who 
are short on time or gasoline. 

A new course starting on Tues- 
day, Sept. 10, is Shore Birds, a 
series of field trips to observe 
coastal species which are moving 
south at this time. Telescopes 
are useful and binoculars are a 
must for this class which will be 
led by Ruth Moore, Sanctuary in- 
struector, and Sally Ingals, 
curator of natural history of the 
Peabody Museum of Salem. 

On Monday, Sept. 16, the Edge 
of the Tide will be explored by 
Sarah Fraser Robbins in a com- 
bination of two lectures and three 
field trips to different kinds of 
Shoreline. In addition to shore 
birds, participants in this course 
will have an opportunity to in- 
vestigate many sorts of marine 
creatures, salt tolerant plants 
and the complex relationships of 
tidal zones on Cape Ann and 
Ipswich Bay. 

For the frustrated gardener as 
well as the curious, a field 
course, Weeds and Wild Edibles, 
begins on Wednesday, Sept. 18, 
which will help beginners learn 
to identify common weedy plants 
and perhaps put them to use in 
the kitchen. In addition to Sanc- 
tuary property, the class will 
have an opportunity to examine a 
large shopping center and an 
area of their own choice under 
the guidance of Del Hood, an 
amateur naturalist, who has 
supplemented his diet by collec- 
ting wild greens, berries and nuts 
for many years. 

Also on Wednesday, Sept. 18, 
Dyeing With Native Plants, a 
series of five workshops on 
vegetable dyes which can be 


‘ produced from common plants 


will be held at the Sanctuary 
Barn in Topsfield. Along with 
basic techniques for preparing 
dye baths and mordants, myths, 
legends and historical recipes 
will be discussed. The delicate 
hues of natural dyes lend 
themselves particularly to 
crewel work and embroidery, 
and participants will be en- 
couraged to experiment on their 
own. 

Wednesday evening, Sept. 18, 
will see the beginning of a seven 
week course on Astronomy for 
beginners to be held at the Sanc- 
tuary Barn in Topsfield. Miriam 
Dickey of the Hatheway Institute 
of Environmental Education will 
guide her students through an in- 
troduction to the fall and winter 
skies, seasonal constellations and 
other phenomena which can be 
seen with binolculars or the nak- 
ed eye.

One fatal flaw that has dogged 
mankind for all of recorded 
history has been that of 
dogmatic, self-righteous certain- 
ty. A person may become so sure 
of the rightness of his ideas that 
he no longer Subjects them to 
Open questioning and re- 
checking. The results can be dis- 
astrous, as Napoleon discovered 
in Russia. On a less dramatic 
scale, Andover lately is often the 
Setting for similar dogmatisms: 
the school committee, of a cer- 
tain political persuasion, is cer- 
tain that ‘“‘the old ways are the 
best ways,” and comforted by 
their sense of rightness, plunge 
ahead with policies which may 
leave Andover children less 
equipped for the adult world of 
tomorrow. The policies may not 
be disastrous also; they may 
even be what is needed; but we 
Will never know on the basis of 
(ruitful examination of different 
educational ideas by the Andover 
school committee. They have the 
answers already. 

An equally dogmatic - - and 
potentially disastrous - - policy 
‘as been carried out by those 
Who govern Andover with regard 
'o land development. Policiés 
have been controlled for some 
years now by the simplistic - - 
and unquestioned - - dogma that 
development broadens the tax 
base."’ In the past few years this 
dogma has been subject to ex- 
amination and found wanting. In 
the August 20 Boston Globe it 
Was reported, for example, that 
Vayland found that development 
With single family homes 
‘Would, because of the drain on 


town services, add $7.75 to the 
tax rate.’ Wayland appropriated 
$3.5 million to purchase the 1250 
acres in question, an action 
which added $4.25 to the tax rate. 

But Andover goes on mindless- 
ly, and even proudly, advertising 
that housing starts are still “up” 
in Andover while dropping in 
other parts of the state. Maybe 
other parts of the state aren’t as 
stupid. Not only may the develop- 
ment be hurting Andover finan- 
cially, but it is also hurting us es- 
thetically. New zoning insists on 
Streets so wide that they need not 
bow to I 93’s width; streets that 
destroy that tree-covered quality 
that made Andover an attractive 
New England town. These roads 
bespeak that sun-baked arid 
quality of midwestern towns, hot 
and sere in summer, and wind- 
swept and bleak in winter. I’m 
sure that traffic moves much 
more expeditiously on them, and 
I guess for Andover, that’s the 
governing ethic. 

If the Watergate hearings es- 
tablished nothing else, they 
should have dramatized the 
danger that can develop when 
people in positions of power wall 
themselves off from full and open 
exchanges of information and 
ideas. I fear that we in Andover 
are in danger of exactly that.

when the programs in the 
classrooms are determined by 
educational novices who are not 
acquainted with either the 
programs of study, or the various 
needs of the students within those 
classrooms? We suggest that the 
teacher, and only the teacher ina 
given classroom of students, 
knows best the individual needs 
of those students, 

Department Heads, in conjunc- 
tion with each teacher responsi- 
ble for a course of study, have 
detailed and placed in the files 
the requirements for the 
programs of study at Andover 
High School, 

These programs are reviewed 
and modified on a periodic basis. 
[t would seem reasonable that 
the school committee would need 
no more than request that more 
attention be given to any 
weakness they find in a program 
to have the problems they feel 
exist rectified. Does the school 
committee have the first-hand 
knowledge of the program of 
studies at Andover High School? 
If they have this knowledge, will 
they submit themselves to an ex- 
amination of their educational 
erudition by a group of teachers 
and students? Surely this is not 
too much to ask of them, if they 
propose to intrude into the 
classroom, and dictate the 
course of study in absentia. Are 
the citizens of Andover going to 
permit such an absurd situation 
of educational dilettantism? 

If these observations seem 
harsh, we submit that before any 
policy can be implemented, it 
must be examined and re- 
examined to make sure that the 
policy is of maximum benefit to 
those whom the policy affects.

Homework Policy is neither 


applicable nor beneficial. 


The Andover school system is 
full of teachers and ad- 
ministrators of the highest quali- 
ty and dedication. We must 
remember that an organization 
functions best when each part of 


the organization has a delegated 
responsibility and function, and 
each segment of the organization 
is well-informed and accountable 
for its performance, And it must 
be remembered that the Com- 
mittee is a component part 
within the Andover School 
Organization. 

It is a presumption that 
reflects a gross defect of the in- 
tellect for a group of would-be 
educators to assume that they 
automatically become 
authorities in all areas of the 
educational process (organiza- 
tion) by virtue of their election to 
office. It would seem logical to 
us, that when a large and 
dedicated professional group of 
educational authorities are 
employed at an enormous cost to 
the citizens of Andover to ad- 
minister and supervise the 
largest most important and most 
expensive responsibility of the 
town, that to reject their con- 
sidered advice is certain to lower 
the quality of our education. 

Teachers at the High School 
are not without guidelines for 
their courses. A Table of 
Organization, a highly capable 
group of educators, establish 
goals and objectives for each 
course. These guidelines, 
however, are flexible, and may 
be altered to meet an individual 
student’s needs. For the school 
committee to interject 
themselves into determining the 
individual needs, without 
knowledge of those needs, is to 
circumvent the responsibility of 
the teacher. 

The school committee has 
repeatedly established policies 
without sufficiently consulting 
teachers, administrators, or 
students. If this were done the 
school committee would have 
realized the importance of extra- 
curricular activities for college 
entrance. Unfortunately, due to 
the volume of homework many 
students can no longer par- 
ticipate in these. 

Many important courses 
necessary for college entrance, 
have been cut for lack of 
teachers. Along this same line, 
the move to traditionalize the 
English courses is little more 
than an excuse to increase the 
number of students in each class, 
and decrease the amount of 
materials used in these classes, 
which will lessen the quality of 
the education. 

We feel that the afore- 
mentioned mistakes can, and 
should be corrected, and hope 
that the school committee will 
have the courage to take the 
necessary steps to remedy this 
situation.

Instead, 
she stayed, became a citizen, and 
in 1966 founded the Marblehead 
School of Classical Ballet which 
she ran for five years.

New England Power Company 
(NEPCO) filed a law suit in the 
U.S. District Court, Boston, 
against Coastal States 
Marketing, Inc. late yesterday. 

It alleged that Coastal States 
overcharged NEPCO for a cargo 
of residual fuel oil delivered to its 
Salem Harbor Generating Sta- 
tion in January, 1974. At a price 
of $23,75 per barrel, the 127,479- 
barrel shipment exceeded a total 
cost of over $3 million. 

NEPCO has asked the Court 
that it be awarded triple the 


“amount of overcharge, plus 
reasonable attorneys’ fees and. 


costs. In commenting on the suit, 
John R. Stevens, Vice-President 
of New England Power Com- 
pany, said, ‘‘When this oil was 
purchased, the Company’s 
primary concern was main- 
taining continuity of electric ser- 
vice. Residual fuel oil was in 
very short supply and, in fact, 
this shipment was’ arranged for 
the company by the Federal 
Energy Agency (FEA). At the 
time our average price was about 
$12.00 per barrel. Immediately 
after the purchase, we requested

The suit alleges that Coastal 
States was in violation of the 
Economic Stabilization Act of 
1970 and its applicable price 
regulations. NEPCO claims that 
Coastal States exceeded the max- 
imum price authorized by the 
price regulations.
